n 
encreafe was made in the falaries of 
certain oiEcers employed in the Exe- 
cutive departments, 
and by their 
duties 
obliged to refide conftantly in this city.— 
Thofe falaries were, for the moil part, fixed 
nine years ago, when every article of life 
was nearly one-half cheaper, in t h j great 
towns, than at prefent. Confequently, they 
had become ijiadequate, as appeared from 
the iHoft undoubted information, to the fup- 
portof the officers and their families ; who 
were obliged to live upon their own 
pro- 
perty, while employed wholly in the public 
fervice ; and, if not men of fortune, were 
reduced to great difficulties. 
Hence, a 
great difcouragemeut to good public fer- 
vants, a great temptation 
to thofe 
who 
have under tlieir controul vaft funis of pub- 
lic money, and a great difficulty in finding 
men properly qualified, in refpedl of talents 
and charailer, for filling up the vacancies 
which from time to time occur. 
Congrefs, 
therefore, judged it true economy, to put 
thefe ufeful and neceíTary officers more at 
their eafe, by adding fomething to their 
falaries ; 
and, in my opinion, 
it judged 
wifely. 
But, as the public has, at prefent, 
great occafion for money, the encreafe was 
fmall, and confined folely to thofe officers 
whofe duties oblige them to refide conftant- 
ly at the feat of government. 
T h e whole 
amount of the different augmentations, was 
no more than eleven thoufand five hundred 
dollars per annum ; a moft inconfiderable 
fura when compared with the importance of 
the object, and the reiources of the nation. 
T h e augmentation is for three years only ; 
to be continued or not, at the end of that 
period, according t® cucun^flances. 


I fpoke, in my laft, of the general prof- 
perity of our trade ; which has 
recovered 
from its late depreffion, and continues 
to 
ilourilh with encreafing vigour. 
The reve- 
nue of the laft year was greater than it had 
been eftimated at the beginning of the year; 
and exceeded that of the former year, in- 
ftead of falling below it ; as, from the de- 
predations on our commerce, and its confc- 
quent 
ftagnation, 
there was rcafon to ap- 
prehend. 
The exports too have conlidera- 
bly encreaftd during the laft year; in 1797, 
they were 
51,294,710 
dollars; 
and 
in 
1798, 61,327,411; in 1791, on the con- 
trary, 
they amounted to 
no more 
than 
18,399,202—-lb that, 
in one year, 
tiiey 
have encreafed a fifth, and more tiian 
tre- 
bled in eight years. 


Our fhipping alfo, notwithftanding the 
great number of veiTeli which have been 
captured, has encreafed very conuderably. 
lu 1794) we owned 620,617 tons of Ihip- 
ping ; in 1797, it had encreafed to 831,900 
tons ; and at the commencement of 
1790, 
we had 
876,912 tons. 
Prom 
1790 to 
1796, incluiive, 
the foreign Ihipping em- 
ployed in our trade, 
had decieafea from 
250,748 tons to 40,846 ; which decreaic 
was uccafioned, and replaced, by tiie great 
increuie of our own iinpping. 


For two years preceding 179", our re- 
venue, iiom commerce, entiraied at tlie 
rate of a million aimually, ai' ouf-lixUi, 
without an encreafe of duties : lait year it 
encreafed very little, on account of 
the 
unprotected 
(late 
of our trade. 
From 
7, .;j5,6o8 dollars, i.s prudu¿\ in 1797, 
it 
r^leiii 1798 Ut 7,405,420 only; and this 
fmall cncreaie inuii be attributed, in part, 
thou.Qh not wholly, to a fmall augmenta- 
tion ()1 dutic.'",. whieh began U) operate upon 
ti^c revenue 
i n t h e c o u i f e {;f lull, year.— 
But, as our li ade ha^ now revived, in con- 
feo'jUence of the protection afforded to it, 
we may reafonably ex¡¿ecl that the revenue 
will regain its former it .tie (jf rapid encreai'e.

our attempts at which it had fo lately fpurn- 
ed ; an anxious delire to avert a quarrel ; 
which before it fought by every poifible 
injury ; and the moft friendly ftntiments 
towards a country which it hud plundered 
and inlulud for years together. 
One of 
M r . Talleyrand's clerks was defpatched to 
Holland, under pretence of acling as lecre- 
tary to the French minifler there ; but in 
reality to open an informal communication 
with our minifter. 
H e 
threw himfelf in 
the way of our minifter, and having engag- 
ed him in converfations, ref})ec\ing the ilate 
of atlairs between the two countries, he 
wrote an account of thofe converiations to 
M r . Talleyrand. 
M r . 
Talleyrand 
wrote 
him letters in reply, which he was allowed 
toi Ihew to the American minilter. 
Thefe 
letters, of which he even gave our minifter 
co])ies, were filled with profelfions of friend- 
Ihip for the United States, of regret at the 
exiituig differences, and of willingnefs, and 
even anxiety, to enter into négociations for 
their removal. 
I he copies which our mi- 
nifter received, he traninutted to the Pre- 
lidtnt. 


Fiypocrites very often, in their abundant 
cuniung, over-reacli theml'elves ; ami lo it 
happened to the French government, in this 
inilance. 
W e could be at no lof^: to di¡co- 
ver the drift oi all this fudden niildnefs 
and apparent good nature ; when we con- 
lidcrccl that it was accompanied by no fub- 
ftantial 
change of nieaiures towardsi us ; 
but that, on the contrary, the French con- 
tinued in force all their laws againll our 
trade, took as maif/ of oUr veiTels as i)oin- 
ble, and even in the niidft of all thele fair 
pretences, palled the atrocious and bloody 
edidt, for hanging as pirates, all our failors 
who might be found iu Britifti (hips, though 
carried and kept there by force. 
But left 
all this evidence, joined to the numerous 
examples of cruel and itudied perfidy which 
France had difplayed towards other nations, 
efpecially the bwifs, whom Ihe deftroytd by 
limilar arts, Ihould not be fulHcient to put 
us on our guard againft her wiles, ftie took 
a ftep which ferved, in the 
ftrongeft 
man- 
ner, to manifell her intentions. 
i'his cor- 
refpondence between Mr.Talleyrand's( lerk 
awd our minifter in Holland, which 
was 
carried on with the greatcll appaient myfte- 
ry, and iranfinitted to the Preiident 
with 
])articular 
and unufual prerantlons, 
waa 
nevervhelefs fent, doubileis by M r . 'Falley- 
rand's order, 
for his cleik would not of 
himfelf have ventured on fuch a ilep, to a 
gazette in this city, whii h is notorloui'y in 
tiu iniered, and fufpedled,on gof)d p roi.ncb, 
ot be ing in the pay of the French 
govern- 
ment ; and in that g-azette it was pnblilhed. 
Frtnn hencc alone, without other proofs, it 
wouli be manifeft, that the wliole was a 
trick, contrived and executed icir the fole 
purpole of producing an effedt upon 
the 
peoph; f)f America, of lulling this country, 
by the hopes of peace and accommodation, 
into a fatal repofe, ofencrealing our divi- 
fion;;, of fiirnilhing the French ])arty with 
pretences for oppoiiwg all our meafures of 
defence and preparation, and of railing a 
clamour jgainft the government, if it ihould 
refufe to liilen to this infidious overture. 


Congrel's, however, did not fall into fo 
very obvious a fnare ; 
but continued to 
purl'ue its fyftem of defence and 
j)repara- 
tioîi, with unabated vigour. 
But as theic 
letters contained a declaration 
that 
tlie 
French government was ready to receive, 
in a proper and becoming iiiHiincr, any rni- 
niiter whom thr Prcfident might authorize 
to treat refpecting an accommodation ; and 
as M r . 'I'alleyrand':-; permiffion to ihew the 
letters to our mimiter, and to give !iim 
(opie.s for the purpofe of being tranfniitted 
to (;iir govcrwment, might be ronlidered as 
: n advance towards reconciliation, on the 
jnirt of tlie French goveriirntnt ; the Pre- 
iidei.t thou/Jit it proper to meet this ad- 
vance ; and for that j>urpofe apjjointed three 
iniiiiiiers, who were a-pprovcd by the fenate. 
I heie ininifters are Oliver Lllfworth, chisf 
juliicc of the United States, Patrick He;i- 
ry, fnmcrly governor of Virginia, and M r . 
Mnrr.iy, at prefent ndnifter of the Un;ted 
States in Holland. 
U'hey are not to leave 
t!i:<: country till they receive regular and 
formai airuraRces from the Ficnch govern- 
ment that they will be })ro})eilv received, 
and that ininifters, duly anthorizcd, will be 
appointed, on the part of France, to treat 
V. ii!i them.

o f tbt last Session of Congress* 
[ Continued from our lad. ] 
A 
N encreafe w as made in the falaries of 
certain officers employed in the E xe­ 
cutive departments, 
and by their duties 
obliged to refide conflantly in this city— 
Thofe falaries were, for the molt part, fixed 
nine years ago, when every article of life 
was nearly one-half cheaper, in thj great 
towns, than at prefent. Confequently, they 
had become inadequate, as appeared from 
the mod undoubted information, to the lbp- 
port of the officers and their families ; wiio 
were obliged to live upon their own pro­ 
perty, while employed wholly in the public 
fervice ; and, if not men of fortune, were 
reduced to great difficulties. 
Hence, a 
great difcouragcmeut to good public fer- 
vants, a great temptation to thole who 
have under their controul vafl funis of pub­ 
lic money, and a great difficulty in finding 
men properly qualified, in rcfpedl of talents 
and chara<ft-r, for filling up the vacancies 
which from time to time occur. 
Congress, 
therefore, judged it true economy, to put 
thefe ufeful and ncceffary officers more at 
their eaie, by adding fometlung to their 
falaries ; 
and, in my opinion, 
it judged 
wifely. 
But, as the public lias, at prefent, 
great occafion for money, the encreafe was 
fmall, and confined folely to thofe officers 
whofe duties oblige them to rtiide conftant- 
ly at the feat of government. 
The whole 
amount of the different augmentations, was 
no more than eleven thouland five hundred 
dollars per annum ; a mod inconsiderable 
film when compared with the importance of 
the object, and the resources of the nation. 
The augmentation is for three years only ; 
to be continued or not, at the end of that 
period, according to circum dance s. 
I fpoke, in my lad, of the general prof- 
perity of our trade ; which bas recovered 
from its late depreffion, and continues to 
flourilh with entreating vigour. 
Tile reve­ 
nue of the lad year was greater than it Iud 
been ellimated at the beginning o f the year; 
and exceeded that of the former year, in­ 
dead of falling below it ; as, from the de­ 
predations on our commerce, and its conse­ 
quent d o n a tio n , there was rcaion to ap­ 
prehend. 
Tile exports too have considera­ 
bly encreafed during the lad year; iii 1797, 
they were 
51,294,710 dollars; 
and 
in 
1798, 61,327,411 ; in 1791, outlie con­ 
trary, tbfy amounted to no more 
than 
i#>399»2°-— lo that, in one year, 
they 
have eiicreaied a fifth, and more than tre­ 
bled in eight years. 
Our tupping allo, notwithdanduig the 
great number of veflels which have been 
captured, has encreafcd very considerably. 
In 1794, we owned 620,617 tons of Hup­ 
ping ; in 1797, it had entreated tp 831,900 
tons ; and at the commencement ot 1798, 
we had 
676,912 tons. 
From 
1790 to 
1796, inclusive, 
the foreign (hipping em­ 
ployed in our trade, had bec leafed from 
250,748 tons to 46,846 ; which decrease 
was occalioned, and replaced, by tile great 
increafe of our own Hupping. 
For two years preceding 1798, our re­ 
venue, from commerce, entreated at the 
rate of a million annually, or one-tixth, 
without an encreafe of duties : lait year it 
encreafcd very little, on account ot the 
unprotected Hate 
of our trade. 
From 
7,355,688 dollars, its product in 1797, it 
role iii 1798 
7»4os,42o only; and this 
Small encreafe mutt be attributed, in part, 
though not wholly, to a fmall augmenta­ 
tion of duties, which began to operate upon 
the revenue in the courfe o f lad year—— 
But, as our trade Iras now revived, in con­ 
sequence of the protection afforded to it, 
we may reasonably expect that the revenue 
will regain its former State of rapid encreafe. 
Our Situation with France (LII remains 
as it was, when I wrote lait. 
When the 
French government found 
that General 
Pinckney and General M arflull could not 
be inticed or frightened into terms disgrace­ 
ful to the country, that its Schemes, with 
refpeift to Mr. Gerry, were baffled by his 
recal, and that the American government 
and nation, inftead of crouching at its feet 
through weaknefs and divilion, as fo many 
other countries had done to their utter ruin, 
repelled its attacks, de pi fed its threats, and 
were p r e p a r e with vi -our and Sydem, to 
defend, by arms, the rights and honour of 
the country, it all at once chang'd its tone, 
and profs.fifed a great wdluigncD to treat ; 


our attempts at which it had fo lately Spurn­ 
ed ; an anxious defile to avert a quarrel ; 
which before it fought by every poffiblc 
injury ; and the mod friendly Sentiments 
towards a country which it had plundered 
and intuited for years together. 
One cl 
M r. I alleyrand’s clerks w as despatched to 
Holland, under pretence of acting as Secre­ 
tary to the French ininifter there ; but in 
reality to open an informal communication 
with our mudder. 
He threw himfelf in 
the way of our mudder, and having engag­ 
ed h im in conversations, respecting tile date 
ut affairs between the two countries, he 
wrote an account of thofe converiations to 
M r. Talleyrand. 
M r. Talleyrand wrote 
him letters in reply, which he was allowed 
to* diew to the American mudder. 
Thefe 
letters, of w hich he even gave our minider 
copies, were filled with proleffiont of friend- 
ffnp for tile United States, of regret at the 
e xitin g differences, aud of willingness, and 
even anxiety, to enter into negotiations for 
their removal. 
The copies whit Ii our mi­ 
nider received, he transmitted to the Pre­ 
sident* 
Hypocrites very often, in their abundant 
cunning, over-reach themselves ; and So it 
happened to the French government, in this 
inituiicc. 
W e could be at no lots to disco­ 
ver the drift ot all this hidden mi Id ne Is 
and apparent good nature ; when we con­ 
fide red that it was accompanied by no Sub- 
it .iii ti ai change ot ligatures towards us ; 
but that, on the contrary, the French con­ 
tinued in force all their laws agamd our 
trade, took as mail) of our veflVls as pofli- 
ble, and even in the midi! of all theie fair 
pretences, palled the atrocious and bloody 
edict, for hanging as pirates, all our tailors 
who might be tumid ut Br it itll (hips, though 
carried and kept there by force. 
But left 
all this evidence, joined to the numerous 
examples of cruel and itudied perfidy which 
France had dilplayed towards other nations, 
elpecially the Swiis, whom (he dedroytd by 
fimilar arts, Uiould not be lufticieiit to put 
us oil our guard agami! her wiles, (he took 
a Hep which Served, in the thronged man­ 
ner, to manifeft her intentions. 
I his cor­ 
respondence between M r. Talleyrand’s clerk 
and our ininifter in Holland, which was 
carried on with the grcatdt apparent myfte- 
ry, and transmitted to the President with 
particular 
and unufual precautions, was 
nevertheless Sent, doubtless by M r. Talley­ 
rand’s order, for his d e i k would not of 
bim Self have ventured on Such a ftep, to a 
gazette in this city, whit Ii is notoriouffy iii 
the filtered, and fufpedted,on good grounds, 
ot bring in the pay of the French govern­ 
ment ; and in that gazette it was publiihed. 
From hence alone, without other proofs, it 
would be manifeft, that the whole was a 
trick, contrived and executed for the Sole 
purpofe of producing an elTedt upon the 
people of America, of lulling thia country, 
by the hopes of peace and accommodation, 
into a fatal repofe, of encreating our divi­ 
sions, of fiiriudiing the French party with 
pretences for oppoling all our meafures of 
defence and preparation, and of railing a 
clamour againft the government, if it (hould 
refufe to liften to this insidious overture. 
Congress, however, did not fall into So 
very obvious a Snare ; 
but continued to 
purfue its lyiiem of defence and prepara­ 
tion, with unabated vigour. 
But as thefe 
letters contained a declaration 
that the 
French government was ready to receive, 
in a proper and becoming manner, any mi- 
mfter whom the President might authorize 
to treat respecting an accommodation ; and 
as Mr. Talleyrand’s permiffion to ftiew the 
letters to our minster, and to give him 
copies for the purpofe of being tranfmitted 
to our government, might be considered as 
an advance towards reconciliation, on tho 
part of the French government ; the Pre­ 
sident thought it proper to meet this ad­ 
vance ; and for that purpofe appointed three 
miniftcrs, who were approved by the Senate. 
Thefe minifters are Oliver Ellsworth, chief 
judice of the United States, Patrick Hen­ 
ry, formerly governor of Virginia, and M r. 
Murray, aj prefent minider of the United 
States in Holland. 
They are not to leave 
this country till they receive regular arid 
formal aflurances from the French govern­ 
ment that they will be properly received, 
and that minifters, duly authorized, will be 
appointed, on the part of France, to treat 
with them. 
Thus (lands this affair. 
The fincerity of 


the Directory, in this pretended willi for 
reconciliation, may br judged i f from the 
circnmdances winch I have mentioned.ar J 
from an additional fait, which I have au­ 
thority to Hate on the mod accurate and 
undoubted information. 
It is this : 
Some time ago the Directory Sent to St. 
Domingo, their principal Weft-India pofft f- 
lion, an agent ** the name of Hedouvillc. 
I his man, on his arrival, made Some pro- 
fcffions of judice 
and amicable conduit 
towards tile United States ; but he Soon 
equalled, and even exceeded, his prcdecel- 
lors in depredations on our commerce.*— 
Lad Summer, while M r. Gerry w as dill in 
Paris, and the Directory was employing 
every artifice to keep him there, and to 
draw him into an end lei** negotiation, He- 
douville was preparing to invade the South­ 
ern State*, from St. Domingo, 
with an 
army ot blacks; which w a) to be landed, 
with a large lupplv ut officers, arms and 
ammunition, 
to excite 
an 
infurre&fon 
among the Negroes, by means o f miffion- 
arics prcviouffy Sent ; and Su d to Subjugate 
tile country, by their nihil.tine, and thru 
plunder and lay it wMtc. 
Fur the execu­ 
tion of this humane and friendly Scheme, 
he waited only till the Englilh (W ild eva­ 
cuate a certain port in the i/land, which 
lay mod convenient for the expedition ; 
but lie was interrupted by a Muck General, 
of the name o f Tau (Taint, who drove him 
from the illand, compelled him to embark 
ior France, and took the whole authority 
into his own hands ; which hr yet retains. 
I he icheme cairn to our knowledge, in 
the following manner :— A very rich Hup, 
I rom the Lad-Indies, 
valued 
at

lad iummer, by one of H e d o u v i l l c ’§ priva­ 
teers. 
I he owners, merchants 
of this 
town, employed a man of honour and chi- 
radler, well known here, and well acquaint­ 
ed in the Wcff-Indies, to go and endea­ 
vour to purchase the (hip at a low rate.__ 
He went to St. Domingo for that purpofe ; 
and while there, conversed with Some r f the 
black officers who were to be employed iii 
the expedition* 
A s he fpoke ti d r I .n- 
guage well, he was led to cu ltiva r an ac­ 
quaintance with them ; and from tin in, iii 
their moments of conviviality, hi learned 
the project. 
I have it from him, through 
a perfon of the iiigheft confidence. 
Hence may we learn, to appreciate the 
profeHioiis of the Trench government ; and 
the wisdom, or hom ily, of thole counfi Hoi s, 
who perpetually tell us, that there is no 
danger ot an invasion (rom fian ce, and no 
ne» d to prepare againft Sui It an event. 
Respecting the date of affairs abroad, our 
accounts are dill various and uncertain.— 
it is, however, certain, that the King o f 
Naples has renewed the war againft the 
I retied in Italy ; and from his manner o f 
doing it, there is little doubt of his acting 
in concert with the Andrians, whole move­ 
ments for Some time pad, have indicated 
im ft 1 Ie dc Signs. 
Very airest, though un­ 
official, accounts have bren received of a 
Complete victory over the French, by a part 
of the army ot the King of Naples. 
I he 
I tenth, it is laid, were 20,000 to 25,000, 
and dcieated with 5000 killed and taken. 
Should this be ti ue, and there is tome cra­ 
ton to believe it lrom the manner in which 
the account comes, it may be contidrred ai 
the forerunner of a general war and great 
events. 
It has been the ulual fortune of 
the Trench, to over-run countries by their 
impetuosity, and hold them for a while ; 
and then to be as luddenly driven out. 
It 
is not improbable, that the Same fate awaits 
them now ; 
and this defeat by the troop* 
ot Naples, if the account of it be true, may 
be tonfideicd as tile comiiirmccinent of their 
downfall 
( lie accounts refpeiding the dtdrudtion 
of Buonaparte, and his army, have neither 
been continued, as yet, nor contradicted. 
I always considered his deftru&ion as very 
certain, from the moment when he was left, 
without hope ot recruit or fupply, in the 
imdft of an Loft 1 ie and unhealthy country, 
where we know that his army Suffered every 
want and harddiip, and whofc inhabitants, 
by his own account, fought him perpetu­ 
ally, and with great bravery. 
A t any rate 
he is loft to France ; for cut off* as he \ t 
by the lofs of his fleet, from all hope of re. 
turn or communication, he cannot alhft her 
in the new ftruggle wherein die Seems to be 
on Ute point of engaging. 
This cannat

She aíTumcs an air of inildncfs 
for the prcfr-nt ; as Ihe did towards the 
Swifs, hciore flic was prepared to ilrike the 
fatal blow ; but wc ought never to forget, 
that “ 1 lie 1 yger always crouchce, before 
he l(‘aj)s on his prey.” 


The riuflians and Turks, it fecms, have 
voiHCivcd and cxprciTed a wifti to be on 
friendly terms with us, and to form trea­ 
ties of tommcrce. 
The 
Prefident has 
thought fit, and very wifely as far as I can 
judge, to cultivate this dil’poHtion ; from 
which great advantages, in the trade of 
thofe nation-,, may accrue to us. 
He has, 
ihercTore, dirciftcd our miniiter in England, 
to treat with the Rufllan minifler on the 
rubjedl ; and our miniiler in Portugal, to 
repair to ConRantinople, for the fame pur- 
poff. 
This advance, on the part of thofe 
remote, but powerful nations, is a pleafing 
proof of the cncreafmg importance and 
1 clpeíflabirity of our country. 


I imcl i!iat in fpeaking of our domeilic 
afluiis, 
I iia.r oiTiitted one circumilance 
of great imporiatice, and of a moil fatis- 
f:iL\f)ry nature ; as it fliews, in a very ilrik- 
iKg nniniuT, the flability of public credit, 
tile confidence repofed in our government, 
tind the extent of our financial refources. 
I incan the loan.— Lafl year the Prefident 
was empowered to borrow five millions of 
doHjis, for the public lervite. 'I'he money 
■was not wanted lafl year ; but, in the 
rourfe of this, there will be need of it. 
A 
loan war, tiierefore opened, and an intereil 
of H j>er cent. ofTcred. 
I'he fubfcription 
v-Vis kept open one day ; in the courfe of 
Mhicli, no lefs than fourteen million? eight 
hundred thoufand dollars was lubicribed ; 
cf which the public accepts five millions 
only. 
That fum, together with the ordi­ 
nal y revenue, amounting to fumething 
liiore than tew millions, will be fufficient 
for all the expenfes of the prefent year. 
-—Thus it appears that if the public had 
Avantc'd fifteen millions, inilead of five, the 
monrv might luve been procured. 


Some perfons have been of opinion, that 
tliii money might have been borrowed on 
i<-ttcr terms. 
Perliaps it might : but it 
was l)L-tter to offer a handfome intercfl, and 
make fare of fuccefs, than to riik a failure, 
whirh mufl have had the nioft unfavourable 
ciTrCt on our affairs. 
In the mean time, 
a right is referved to the government, of 
])aying off the whole loan at the end of 
ten years. 
Confequently, if circumflances 
ll'.ould be favourable at that time, a new 
Kan may be made, at a lower rate of in- 
li-reil, for the purpofe of paying off this.
